BODY FLUNG UPWARDS 

On springing the athiete pushes 
down hard on the pole as if he 
would bend it The lower arm 


pushes downwards while the upper 


arm (right) is braced for a pull 
with the result that the body is 
flung upwards, the chest just graz 
ing the pole. On clearing the bar 
the stomach faces the ground, the 
feet are thrown upwards and the 
body is arched over the bar when 


the athlete pushes the pole away 
After considerable practice has 
been done in the above manner it 
is advisable to try what is knowr 
as shifting the hand. In this method 
you take a hold of the pole with 


the right hand about six inches 
higher up the pole than you can 
reach. The run is similar to that 
noted above When putting the 


pole in the hole slide the left hand 
up close to the right and extend 
the pole above the head before the 
jumping foot léaves the ground 


SHOULD MARK START 

The vaulter should let the pole 
swing him over the bar, the arms 
assist the swing by pulling or draw 
ing the competitor upwards after 
he has left the ground. Care must 
be taken to get your marks for 
starting so that the foot from which 
you spring will strike the ground 
at the desired place. A bamboo pole 
is usually used in vaulting
